Appeal to trace owners after runaway bird 
spends the night in a stable with horses 


A RUNAWAY emu has been 
found by perplexed resi¬ 
dents in Kirtling. 

The bird, nicknamed Eric, 
was found on Saturday - and 
the RSPCA is appealing for 
help to trace his owners. 

He was discovered by 
John Gilbert, on the site of 
Fairfield Racing Stud in The 
Street, Kirtling. 

John and Debbie Collier, 
caught the bird and stabled 
it overnight. 

Debbie said: “He just came 
strolling up the drive. 

“We had just returned 
from America so I was so 
jetlagged I couldn’t believe 
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what I was hearing and see¬ 
ing. It was quite the novelty.” 

John said that Eric’s ap¬ 
pearance sparked a visit 
from jockey Frankie Dettori, 
who has an emu and lives 
nearby. 

He added: “We were in 
complete disbelief at first 
and then we went into res¬ 
cue mode. 

“Some friends of ours had 
arrived at the same time and 


had Frankie Dettori’s phone 
number and he came over 
within 10 or 15 minutes to 
have a look. 

“It wasn’t his because his 
was fully grown and turned 
out to be at home.” 

Eric was caught by John, 
Dan Briggs and Skye Wal¬ 
lace, and adjusted to life 
on the stud very quickly, 
Debbie told the News. 

“I think he would be fine 
with horses because he was 
strolling around next to the 
paddock,” she said.

Jail for blinding 
baby by shaking

A MAN in his 20s who gave a 
baby life-changing injuries 
has been jailed for two years. 

Mark Spike was found guilty 
at Ipswich Crown Court yes¬ 
terday of causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

He was initially charged in 
April last year following an 
investigation into a baby girl’s 
injuries, which were caused in 
October 2013. 

The court heard that para¬ 
medics had been called to an 
address in Newmarket on Oc¬ 
tober 23, 2013, to reports that 
the five-month-old girl was 
having breathing problems 
and vomiting. 

While the paramedics were 
in attendance she had a sei¬ 
zure and was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s where she was found 
to have a brain injury and reti¬ 
nal haemorrhages. 

After examination by spe¬ 
cialist doctors and surgeons 
this was determined to be a 
non-accidental injury - either 
an inflicted head trauma or a 
shaking-type injury. 

The little girl, who survived 
the attack, is now registered 
blind and it is uncertain how

the brain injury will affect her 
future development. 

The child’s parents were 
interviewed in order to deter¬ 
mine the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the injuries. 

Mark Spike later made ad¬ 
missions, in a separate county 
court hearing, to shaking the 
baby after she had refused 
to take her bottle and began 
crying. 

He was subsequently 
charged with wounding or 
grievous bodily harm (GBH). 

Det Insp Adrian Randall, 
who lead on child abuse in¬ 
vestigations in West Suffolk, 
said the case had involved the 
gathering of expert testimony. 

“This trial has taken some 


time to get to court, with the 
police and the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service gathering evi¬ 
dence from national experts 
around the UK,” he said. 

“One consultant paedi¬ 
atric ophthalmologist con¬ 
cluded the appearance of the 
injury was highly suggestive 
of acceleration-deceleration 
that could occur with force¬ 
ful shaking, and that the force 
required to produce these in¬ 
juries would be far more than 
would be expected during 
normal play or rousing ma¬ 
noeuvres. 

“The consultant concluded 
that these were the worst inju¬ 
ries seen in their career. 

“The jury also heard evi¬ 
dence from a paediatric neu¬ 
roradiologist and a consultant 
neurosurgeon who gave their 
expert opinion on the causa¬ 
tion of injuries.” 

He added: “Sadly the little 
girl may never fully recover 
from the injuries she sus¬ 
tained, and it isn’t clear how 
the brain injury will affect her 
in future. Our thoughts remain 
with her and her family.”

Warehouse 
bid a no go, 
says council 


PROPOSALS to build 
a warehouse near the 
Studlands estate have 
faced objections from 
town councillors af¬ 
ter residents said it 
would “alienate” peo¬ 
ple on the estate and 
be “detrimental” to 
their lives. 

The application is 
for a warehouse and 
distribution centre on 
land in St Leger Drive 
in Newmarket span¬ 
ning 6,094 square me¬ 
tres. 

The plan was first 
said to seek 24/7 
access to the ware¬ 
house for deliver¬ 
ies. This has since 
changed, but resi¬ 
dents said the coming 
and going of workers 
at all hours would still 
be disturbing. 

Gail Spoore spoke 
against the applica¬ 
tion at a meeting of 
the development and 
planning committee 
on Monday. 

She said: “We do 


not object to a build¬ 
ing going in there and 
we’d be delighted for 
more jobs to be cre¬ 
ated. [But] there are 
family homes right 
opposite. 

“There are still go¬ 
ing to be workers ar¬ 
riving and leaving at 
all hours. We are still 
going to get a lot of 
external noise. 

“We are not happy 
and they are really go¬ 
ing to alienate people 
on the estate.” 

Councillors agreed 
with the residents and 
voted to oppose the 
plans on the grounds 
that the warehouse 
would be overdevel¬ 
opment, too noisy, 
would lead to too 
much traffic on the 
Burger King rounda¬ 
bout, and would also 
cause light pollution. 

The proposals are 
due to be discussed 
by Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict planners next 
month. 


MILITARY 

Future of air 
base unclear 


DECISIONS on the future 
of US Air Force base RAF 
Mildenhall will not be final¬ 
ised until 2016, the Ministry 
of Defence has said. 

At a meeting of the 
Mildenhall, Alconbury and 
Molesworth (MAM) Work¬ 
ing Group this week, council 
representatives and busi¬ 
nesses heard before the fu¬ 
ture uses of the sites was 
decided, they would first 
have to receive their overall 
review, expected next year. 

In January, the US Depart¬ 
ment of Defence announced 
it would be withdrawing 
from RAF Mildenhall. 

Representatives from the 
US Air Force also attended 
the meeting, held in Hunt¬ 
ingdon, to explain the plans 
for the future. 

The force said there would 
be no change in personnel 
numbers until 2019, and 
they would be unlikely to 
hand over any sites back to 
the UK before 2021 or 2022. 

Since the announcement 
was made, councillors and 
residents have urged that 
the site is not simply “moth- 
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balled” by the MoD. 

They had also stressed the 
need for economic develop¬ 
ment in the region. 

Cllr Nigel Roman told the 
News that the base closure 
in Mildenhall would lead to 
“considerable changes”. 

He said: “There are a lot 
of ideas for the future of the 
base. It’s not going to kill our 
future in Mildenhall.” 

The MoD said it woudl 
share any information about 
the future of the site with 
local partners before the 
group’s next meeting in late 
October or November. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “The positive news 
is that the MoD is listening 
to the views of our commu¬ 
nities and businesses and 
completing a thorough re¬ 
view of the RAF Mildenhall 
site and the options for its 
use if not required for British 
Defence purposes. 

“While we had been led to 


believe the MoD announce¬ 
ment could be made in Sep¬ 
tember, and we would have 
preferred that, I understand 
the mammoth task they are 
undertaking in terms of the 
MoD’s estates review. 

He continued: “We are 
working for the long term 
economic gain for the lo¬ 
cal area. We will continue to 
work with the government 
and the MoD to ensure the 
long term future of the RAF 
Mildenhall site is one that is 
beneficial to our local area. 

“I remain optimistic that 
we have put forward a very 
strong argument to gain the 
support for improved infra¬ 
structure which will bring 
long-term benefits for our 
residents and businesses. 

“We still have time on our 
side and I still have confi¬ 
dence that Mildenhall and 
the surrounding area will 
thrive long after the base’s 
closure.”

Manager jailed 
for £45k fraud 


A FORMER manager who de¬ 
frauded his Cambridge em¬ 
ployer Marshall of more than 
£45k has been jailed for a year. 

Andrew Barwick, of Wind¬ 
mill Close, Soham, admitted 
taking advantage of his posi¬ 
tion as Telecommunications 
manager at the engineering 
giant to gain £45,678.84. 

The former soldier - who 
did a tour in Iraq - pleaded 
guilty yesterday to one count 
of fraud by abuse of position 
between May 14, 2010 and 
fanuary 1,2015. 

Barwick - who was solely 
responsible for purchasing 
mobile handsets for staff - 
sold the phones off to recy¬ 
cling companies and pock¬ 
eted the proceeds over four 
years. 

The 36-year-old committed 
the offence to help with “fi¬ 
nancial difficulties” that arose 
after his wedding in 2010, the 
court heard. 

fim Earle, prosecuting, told 
Cambridge Crown Court that 
Barwick sent mobile phones 
off to recycling companies - 
without the knowledge of his 
employer Marshall Aerospace 
and Defence Group - and 
kept the profits. 

Barwick, who worked with 
the Newmarket Road-based 
firm for more than 10 years, 
started to commit fraud just

four months after being made 
a manager, the court heard. 

He used a corporate ac¬ 
count online to purchase 
mobile phone units from 
Vodaphone. 

It started off with him recy¬ 
cling redundant phones but 
then he began buying new 
phones and recycling them 
shortly after purchase, the 
court heard. 

The company was notified 
of “unusual activity” on its 
mobile phone record by Vo¬ 
daphone and began to inves¬ 
tigate. 

Mr Earle told the court how 
Barwick confessed when con¬ 
fronted by his employers, say¬ 
ing he “took advantage of his 
position” after realising he 
could keep the money. 

On fanuary 22, the father 
was dismissed for gross mis¬ 
conduct. 

Barwick, who pleaded 
guilty at the first opportunity 
yesterday at the Crown Court, 
has no previous convictions. 

Caroline Allison, mitigat¬ 
ing, stressed that the defend¬ 
ant was of “previous good 
character” and had admitted 
being guilty as soon as he was 
confronted by the company. 


The court heard how the 
money was used to pay off 
debts from his wedding, as 
well as from an extension on 
his family home. 

She said he “succumbed to 
temptation” when the finan¬ 
cial problems snowballed and 
his pregnant wife at the time 
was made redundant. 

“He is greatly ashamed of 
his actions and is ashamed 
that he breached the trust of 
those who employed him,” 
she said. 

On sentencing Barwick, 
judge jonathan Haworth said 
to him: “You were buying 
phones and recycling them 
after a short period of time 
as a way of putting money in 
your own pocket.” 

On the request for a sus¬ 
pended sentence, judge Ha¬ 
worth added: “The breach of 
trust is just too great and the 
time period too long for me to 
suspend.” 

But he stressed that Bar- 
wick’s shame, service in the 
army, previous good charac¬ 
ter and early guilty plea were 
taken into account. 

A Marshall spokesman said 
the hearing followed a de¬ 
tailed investigation by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary. 

He added: “Theft is a seri¬ 
ous matter which we will al¬ 
ways treat seriously.”

TERRORIST group ISIS is said to 
be targeting RAF bases in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Suffolk. 

RAF Mildenhall and RAF Lak- 
enheath are said to be among the 
targets singled out by the terrorist 
group for “lone wolf” style attacks. 

Homegrown extremists are re¬ 
portedly being urged to carry out 
attacks on the sites according to 
The Sunday Times and the names 
of more than a dozen military 
personnel who have served at the 
bases, which also include RAF Al- 
conbury in Cambridge and RAF 
Menwith Hill in North Yorkshire, 
are said to have been leaked online 
by the terrorists. 

The list was said to be put to¬ 
gether by a group calling itself the 
“Islamic State hacking division”, 
which is believed to be run by a 
British couple in Syria. 

The Sunday Times reported that 
the list is said to have been drawn 
up in “revenge for the coalition 
bombing campaign against Mus¬ 
lims” in Syria and Iraq and contains 
the locations, email addresses, 
phone numbers and passwords of 
more than 1,400 people. 

Checks have revealed that much 
of the information is out of date 
- but up to a quarter of the US 
air force personnel on the list are 
thought to still be in Britain or Eu¬ 
rope, The Sunday Times said. 

It is the first time any of the bases

Commercial companies set 
up to combat council cuts 


TWO councils are setting up a com¬ 
mercial company to cope with gov¬ 
ernment budget cuts. 

Forest Heath District Council and 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
have teamed up with a local provider 
to create a “facilities management” 
business. 

They estimate that the move will 
save them around £40,000 per year. 
In the past two years, the councils 
have seen a 50 per cent cut to their 
Revenue Support Grant, which 
comes from central government. 

They are aiming to avoid increas¬ 
ing council tax, and are instead hop¬ 
ing to make a profit from their busi¬ 
ness to cope with the cuts. 

The company they are setting up, 
which will be called Verse, will pro¬ 
vide catering, cleaning, courier ser¬ 
vices and security. 

It will be a joint venture with pub- 


lically owned commercial company 
Eastern Facilities Management Solu¬ 
tions (EFMS). 

The councils had previously been 
using several different methods of 
service provision, but decided that 
forming the company would allow 
them to improve the service, make 
the most savings and share in the 
profit. 

The new company would also pro¬ 
vide the flexibility to add extra ser¬ 
vices at a later date. 

In addition to the £40,000 saving, 
the councils will explore opportuni¬ 
ties to provide more services and sell 
them to other organisations. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council’s cabinet 
member for operations said: “This 
makes sound financial sense and 
gives the council a greater stake in 
ensuring visitors, whether it is to our 


public buildings, cemeteries, parks, 
heritage sites or other facilities, have 
the best possible experience.” 

One of the reasons for creating 
Verse is that the councils’ current fa¬ 
cilities management contracts with 
external companies are coming to an 
end. 

Ian Surtees, managing director of 
EFMS, said: “We feel strongly that 
the creation of Verse will provide 
great career opportunities for those 
living and working locally. 

“Our joint venture opportunity 
will allow us to work even closer 
with both St Edmundsbury and For¬ 
est Heath through a partnership 
approach to further develop and 
improve the provision currently in 
place; thus allowing the councils to 
focus on protecting front line servic¬ 
es, something we all care very much 
about.”

had only visited the ad¬ 
dress once before. 

He continued: “Officers 
saw she was driving around 
in circles and stopped 
her; there wasn’t anything 
wrong with her driving.” 

Mr Rice also said to mag¬ 
istrates that Norris, who 
works in Cambridge as an 
accountant, has been hav¬ 
ing health problems and 
seeing specialists at Ad- 
denbrooke’s. 

Magistrates banned her 
from driving for 18 months 
- but offered her a drink- 
drive rehabilitation course 
which will reduce her sen¬ 
tence by 18 weeks if com¬ 
pleted by August 7 next 
year.

768. Suzuki and Toyota rank 
second in a tie (759 each), 
and Kia and Skoda rank 
fourth in a tie (758 each). 

"The common perception 
is that the luxury brands 
are able to deliver a 
more satisfying customer 
experience, but the study 
shows this is not the case," 
said Dr Axel Sprenger, 


senior director of European 
automotive operations at 
JD Power. "Any brand and 
any dealership can provide 
a consistently positive 
customer experience if they 
make it a priority and have 
the people and processes in 
place. When they do, they 
likely will see an increase in 
revenue and will be able to 
build customer loyalty." 

The 2015 UK CSI study 
finds that satisfaction 
with dealer service leads 
to customer loyalty and 
advocacy. Among the 20 
per cent of customers who 
are highly satisfied with 


their dealer service (overall 
satisfaction scores of 900 
and above), 78 per cent 
say they "definitely will" 
purchase their next vehicle 
from that dealer and 85 
percent "definitely will" 
recommend the dealer to 
friends and family. 

In contrast, among 
customers less satisfied 
(scores of 700-899), only 
36 per cent indicate an 
intention to purchase their 
next vehicle from that 
dealer, and only 42 per cent 
say they "definitely will" 
recommend the dealer to 
others.
